A MARSHAL  of  the  Royal  Air  Force 
who  won  the  .supreme  confidence  of 
Great  Britain  in  two  World  Wars  and 
afterwards  by  his  brilliantly  aggressive 
leadership.  Viscount  Trenchard  died  yes- 
terday a t the  age  of  83.  In  a direct  sense 
Lord  Trenchard  was  the  father  of  the 
Royal  Air  Force  which  emerged  out  of 
the  Royal  Flying  Corps  and  of  the  Com- 
monwealth air  forces  to  follow.  Shearing 
through  red  tape  and  picking  his  men  with 
Insight,  he  built  up  the  air  arm  on  the 
western  front  into  air  supremacy.  This 
was  followed  by  the  institution  of  training 
colleges  and  technical  schools  in  the  period 
hot  ween  the  two  wars  which  helped  to 
forge  the  very  sharp  blade  the  Royal  Air 
Force  became  in  the  second  world  conflict. 

Nor  was  that  all.  Lord  Trenchard  was 
called  upon,  at  an  age  jvhon  most  men 
hug  their  fireside,  to  reorganize  London’s 
Metropolitan  Police.  He  picked  men  from 
the  ranks  and  made  them  officers.  He 
created  training  schools  and  special 
courses.  He  injected  his  undiminishing 
Imagination,  drive  and  force  into  the  weld- 
ing together  of  another  body  of  men  to 
become  a very  efficient  force. 


Viscount  Trenchard  directed  his  life  on 
the  "can-do”  principle,  and  nothing  to 
which  he  turned  his  serious  attention  for 
long  remained  undone.  In  two  wars  he 
became  the  idol  of  countless  thousands 
of  men  in  uniform,  almost  the  "patron 
saint"  of  the  fighter  pilots,  and  an  amaz- 
ingly effective  leader. 

lA)rd  Trenchard’s  enduring  monument 
will  remain  the  host  of  things  that  he 
did  supremely  well,  and  the  affection  for 
him  which  grew  in  the  hearts  of  all  those 
with  whom  he  was  thrown  in  contact. 
An  curly  Marshal  of  the  Royal  Air  Force 
and  for  most  of  his  lifetime  one  of  its 
keen  brains,  his  contribution  to  the  cause 
of  world  freedom  is  probably  beyond 
measurement  at  this  time.  When  history 
is  written,  however,  here  was  a man  who 
never  failed  his  country,  who  never  cave 
way  before  a threat,  and  who  inspired 
by  his  firm  leadership  the  epic  results 
which  his  policies  led  to  on  the  field  of 
action.  He  held  many  honors,  but  the 
Inextinguishable  one  is  that  he  gave  his 
country  incomparable  service  in  its  time 
of  need. 


Traffic  Complexities 


R KM  ARKS  by  Mayor  Scurrah  on 
several  occasions  recently  stimulate 
hope  that  this  year’s  city  council  will  make 
a positive  approach  to  the  downtown 
traffic  prohlcm.  From  nil  indications  the 
City  is  getting  ready  to  move  af  last  in 
the  direction  of  a master  plan  of  control 
to  speed  the  flow  of  traffic  through  con- 
gested sections.  This  if  it  can  be  achieved 
will  be  a vast  improvement  over  the  piece- 
meal practice  in  recent  years.  If  traffic 
Is  to  be  organized  into  movement  patterns, 
the  council  cannot  afford  to  be  timid. 

The  problems  of  parking  and  move- 
ment are  really  Inseparable  phases  of  a 
single  problem:  how'  to  make  the  fullest 
practicable  use  of  the  streets.  The  capacity 
of  the  principal  arteries  cannot  be  in- 
creased very  much  until  they  arc  cleared 
of  stationary  vehicles.  That  means  more 
off-street  parking  accommodation,  for  it 
would  be  unreasonable  and  bad  for  busi- 
ness to  reduce  the  present  curbside  space 
without  first  providing  other  convenient 
places  for  motorists  to  leave  their  cars. 
The  rates  for  off-street  parking  also 
should  not  exceed  the  curbside  price, 
otherwise  nothing  the  City  could  do  would 
stop  the  drift  of  trade  elsewhere — a trend 
that  is  disturbing  enough  to  merchant 
taxpayers  already. 


The  general  improvement  sought  by 
Mr.  Scurrah  is  not  going  to  be  accom- 
plished easily  in  a city  like  Victoria  with 
its  numerous  narrow  streets,  crooked 
streets,  jogs,  forks  and  five-point  inter- 
sections. There  is  the  further  complicating 
factor  of  bus  services.  The  jumbled 
irregularity  of  Victoria’s  layout  makes  it 
impossible  to  arrange  routes  on  an  up- 
town. cross-town  grid;  consequently  adop- 
tion of  a workable  one-way  street  system 
Is  not  going  to  ho  as  easy  as  it  might 
sound.  * 

The  same  consideration  enters  into  Iho 
question  of  wider  prohibition  of  left-hand 
turns,  one  of  the  main  causes  of  congestion 
at  busy  Intersections.  Some  years  hark 
the  City  put  into  operation  a hairbrained 
system  allowing  buses  to  turn  left  while 
forbidding  other  vehicles  to  do  so.  The 
resultant  confusion  was  something  no  one 
would  like  to  see  repeated. 

Altogether  the  challenge  the  mayor 
and  council  are  taking  uo  is  fraught  with 
difficulties,  but  it  could  not  be  shirker! 
any  longer.  One  thing  is  certain:  if  im- 
provements are  to  be  evolved  the  council 
will  need  the  fullest  co-operation  from  the 
business  section  rather  than  the  short- 
sighted resistance  to  change  which  charac- 
terized some  of  the  City’s  earlier  attempts. 


Mr.  Gardiner  Again 


I T AVI  NT,  Iwvnme  an  expert  at  bartering 
**■  butter,  Mr.  Gardiner  now  wants  to 
barter  human  beings;  to  exchange  wheat 
for  United  Kingdom  immigrants.  This 
would  t>e  a return  to  the  dark  ages  but 
seemingly  anything  is  valid  with  the  agri- 
culture minister  in  a tr^de-halanoing  pro- 
gram. His  idea  is  to  "buy"  new  citizens, 
one  for  every  thousand  bushels,  to  a total 
of  some  10,000,000,  Such  an  influx  of 
British  stock  would  bo  good  for  this  coun- 
try but  somehow  one  doubts  the  U.K.  will 
"sell"  its  people  even  to  make  bread. 

The  idea  Is  amusing,  however.  Ten 
million  heads  are  a lot;  only  one-tenth 
that  many  newcomers — British,  German, 
Scandinavian.  Central  KUropoan  — have 
come  to  Canada  in  the  last  decade.  At 
this  rate  the  immigration -wheat  deal 
would  run  for  100  years  and  dispose  each 
year  of  only  a ouarter  or  less  of  the  annual 
wheat  crop  The  trade  ba lance  would  still 
tie  unbalanced  The  rate  could  perhaps 
tie  doubled  or  trebled,  but  the  disturbance 
this  could  cause  on  Imth  side’s  of  the 
Atlantic  can  tie  imagined  and  there  would 
still  be  wheat  lying  in  abundance  waiting 
for  other  barter fleals. 


Mr.  Gardiner's  notton  is  that  the  Cana- 
dian treasury  would  reimburse  the  wheat 
board  for  every  1,000  bushels,  about 
51.500  at  present  prices.  The  U.K.  would 
not  pay  cash  for  the  wheat,  hut  unless 
Mr  Gardiner  means  to  underwrite  the 
cost  of  bringing  and  establishing  each 
immigrant  here,  a point  he  skips,  the  U.K. 
would  have  to  foot  this  hill  itself.  Even 
if  the  immigrant  had  enough  sterling  of 
his  own  to  subsidize  himself  the  U.K  gov- 
ernment would  have  to  provide  him  with 
dollai^  in  lieu,  and  it  is  the  lack  of  dollars 
that  is  the  whole  trouble.  F’rom  the 
mercenary  angle  alone  it  might  he  a lot 
cheaper  in  the  long  nm,  certainly  a lot 
more  simple,  for  the  U.K  to  pay *caah 
for  the  wheat,  no  matter  how. 

All  this  takes  no  account  of  the  feel- 
ings of  10,000,000  persons  invited  to 
regard  themselves  as  a trade  commodity, 
each  one  worth  so  many  bags  of  wheat. 
Canada  needs  immigrants  and  would  like 
to  get  them  from  Britain,  but  not  in  this 
fashion.  One  is  glad  Mr.  Gardiner  holds 
the  agriculture  portfolio  and  not  the 
immigration  one.  Mr  Pickersgil!  and  his 
"babies"  were  bad  enough,  hut  at  least 
the  habie*  were  human.

Island  Ores

SOME  metal  miners  of  the  1890s. 

then  fairly  busy  determining 
values  and  tonnages  of  properUes 
containing  copper-gold  oies  in  var- 
ious part  of  Vancouver  Island,  will 
probably  derive,  If  still  around,  satis- 
faction from  a recent  Item  by  the 
Colonist’s  busitte.-s  editor,  Harry 
Young,  He  mentioned  renewed  in- 
terest in  an  old  working,  from  which 
oies  had  been  shipped,  as  well  as  a 
major  development  planned  for  a 
large  group  of  claims,  If  either  pro- 
gram were  to  proceed  successfully  it 
would  tend  to  Justify  the  faith  In 
which  the  old  timers  tolled  and  serve 
to  settle  the  long-existing  assumption 
that  the  mineral  occurrences  of  Van- 
couver Island  were  shallow  and  not 
at  all  worth  bothering  about. 

Lack  of  continuity  and  expansion 
downward  was  a verdict  the  pick  and 
shovel  delvers  after  Island  metals  had 
to  accept  in  their  pursuit  of  metals 
in  the  volcanic  rocks  in  which  most 
of  Island  minerals  sewn  to  occur. 
They  lacked  the  drilling  appaiatus  of 
modern-day  prospecting  practices  fur 
determining  the  approximate  extent 
of  worthwhile  ore  bodies.  Instead  of 
guessing  and  taking  * hances  in  badly 
faulted  areas  of  rock  formation,  there 
now  seems  to  be  little  excuse  for 
abandoning  a surface  prospect  with* 
otil  a thorough  testing  of  the  ground 
below  with  power  drills. 

Vancouver  Island  ha*  many  evi- 
dences of  copper  enrichment  in  its 
rocks.  These  appear  in  all  its  parts 
from  East  Sooke  to  Nawhitll  Lake 
and  over  most  of  its  breadth.  Ores 
were  mined  years  ago  and  smelted 
at  Ladysmith  and  Crofton.  as  well  as 
shipped  to  Tacoma  smellers  from 
points  between  Albeini  Inlet  and 
(jnnisino  Sound.  Undoubtedly  there 
wotild  have  been  much  greater  ex- 
ploitation of  Island  copper  had  tt  not 
been  for  the  Yukon  gold  finds  In  the 
1890s,  causing  an  exodus  of  prospec- 
tors northward. 

* * ♦ 

Those  who  remained  continued  to 
explore  properties  here  and  there; 
but  did  the  prospecting  without  drills. 
That  Is  why,  when  the  vein  |M't ered 
out  or  had  been  faulted  by  earth 
movement  and  difficult  to  locate, 
properties  were  abandoned  and  it  be- 
came a vogue  to  state  "copper  did  not 
go  down."  Probably  the  not  uncom- 
mon price  of  six  gents  a pound  for 
copper  had  some  Influence  on  the 
verdict.  It  la  now  quoted  at  43  cents. 

There  were  other  consideration*, 
too,  which  could  have  had  aome  bear- 
ing on  what  Jook  place  with  regard 
to  copper  properly  development  on 
the  Island.  “Black"  Jones,  a native 
of  Wale*,  who  located  the  Sidney 
Inlet  group  of  copper  rlaims  for 
Edgar  Dewdney,  told  me  that  those 
In  charge  of  mining  the  otf  there 
were  taking  It  from  the  most  aoces- 
sihle  place*  on  the  water  aide  of  the 
hill,  leaving  the  most  Important  body 
of  ore.  In  hit  opinion,  untouched  at 
the  hack  of  the  elevation.  Maybe  the 
Japanese  when  they  mined  the  pro- 
perty before  the  last  war  and  secured 
the  big  tonnage  they  are  said  to  have 
shipped  to  Japan  got  It  from  the  hack 
of  the  hill.  I do  not  know. 

Nick  Clark,  who  was  in  charge  of 
Yreka  development  at  QuaUino,  told 
me  he  believed  the  main  body  of  ore 
there  would  be  located  at  lower 
levels.  At  that  time  they  were  work- 
ing well  up  a hillside,  where  there 
waa  considerable  high  grade  -ore.  At 
present  Yreka  ia  receiving  the  atten- 
tion of  Noranda  officials.  It  must  be 
heartening  to  old  timers  to  heir,  too. 
thst  O.  G.  McDonald  of  Cow- 1 chan 
Copper  Mine*  Ltd.,  has  encouraging 
things  to  say  re  the  group  of 
claims  about  six  miles  from  the  west 
end  of  Cowlchan  Lake  on  the  old 
A i hern  t trail  Consolidated*  refer 
encea  to  Coast  Copper  mfght  also 
mean  much  to  the  Island  a ^ture.

As  such  he  hcadfal 
the  British  delegation  at  the  United 
Nations  A year  ago  he  Itrcam*  min- 
ister of  supply,  and  finally  late  last 
year  foreign  secretary,  and  Sir 
Anthony's  right  hand  man.

Some  British  political  w liters 
Already  are  describing  him  as  Sir 
Anthony’s  long-term  heir,  and  the 
Tory  party's  answer  to  the  youth  of 
the  new  I^ibor  leader,  49-year-old 
Hugh  Gaitskell.  All  the  more  reason 
for  Ottawa  to  listen  attentively  to 
this  man  whose  policies  will  be  of 
vast  importance  not  only  to  Britain, 
but  to  Canada  and  the  whole  of  the 
free  world.

Rut  he  was  vigorous  in  put- 
ting his  Idea*  forwaid.  and  in 
ai  ten  ting  a need  for  "an  all  out  effort 
to  create  in  the  under-developed 
countries  Conditions  in  which  men 
and  women  will  have  an  interest  In 
liberty,  inability  and  progress," 

Only  such  an  effort,  he  said,  w||| 
enable  the  West  to  match  and  better 
the  economic  appeal  which  commu- 
nism has  for  Aslans  and  African*. 


It  is  significant.  1 think,  that 
Lloyd'..*  words  lend  themselves  to 
Interpretation  as  being  quite  pointed 
so  far  as  the  Canadian  government 
is  concerned.  He  was,  of  course,  too 
diplomatic  to  mention  Canada's  econ- 
omic contributions  to  the  under- 
developed countries  In  anything  bur 
laudatory  terms.  But  he  spoke  of 
the  British  government'*  contribu- 
tion* of  nearly  $200,000,000  a year, 
plu<  a like  amount  of  private  British 
capital,  toward  the  economic  develop- 
ment of  backward  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  Krnpite.
